Against this are tc- be 
reckoned lower prices1 for most of the 
cereals, hog products, groceries, print 
cloths and hides and leather. Good 
crop prospects and weakness In pro- 
visions have exercised a depressing ef- 
fect upon corn and to a less extent upon 
wheat. 


The weakness of print cloths is con- 


fined as yet to outside manufacturers' 
quotations, the pool price being main- 
tained unchanged. 


The ahoe and leather trade at the east 


is notably quiet. Jobbers are apparent- 
ly expecting a break, but manufacturers 
remain firm. Westers advices are, 
however, that an exceptionally good 
distribution of shoes is now going for*- 
ward. 


The situation In iron and steel is still 


a mixed one. Structural material re- 
mains as strong as heretofore, favorable 
features being the , placing of a very 
large order for bridge material for Can- 
ada, while domestic demand is reported 
exceptionally good. 


The first week in May was more than

Trie bill applies partlcu* 
larly to mineral lands. The president's 
reasons are that the bill, would take 
away from the Indians land to which 
they are justly entitled, and which, If* 
secured by the government, should ba 
obtained by the usual process of treaty.

"It is much to be feared that Englarul 


is engaged in a protracted and, in the 
end, an aUrmmgly costly enterprise li 
her armed contention \Uth the Boerb 
It is to be anticipated that in the end, 
through the weight of numbers and su- 
perior resources, England will win; but 
that will by no means end the struggU 
At the present rate progress is not on'y 
slow, but every day's d«lay must in- 
crease t»e difficulties of the situation, 
from a military point of view, and tha 
same may be said with respect to a solu- 
tion by diplomacy. 


"It has been the history of all such 


struggle*, and England has been n« ex- 
ception, that the disturbance of com- 
mercial relations ana other questions, 
more or less involveft very soon make 
nations restive. There might be no de- 
sire to interfere on general principles, 
but the influence of the financial, indus- 
trial and commercial Interests often 
compel governments to act from eco- 
nomical considerations. No one can teW 
what is going on at this very moment 
among the maritime and military pow- 
ers of Europe. At any time there might 
be a surprise. They surely cannot be 
looking on, simply as Indifferent specta- 
tors of a possible difficult international 
problem. 


"The transportation of the largest 


army England has ever had in a single 
theater of warlike operations more than 
half the distance between the two poles 
of the earth, Is in itself an expensive 
undertaking and, a very difficult one. 
But this ia tne least element of consid- 
eration. The supply and maintenance 
of such a large force in the field over 
6000 miles away from home, in a region 
difficult of access and -with most in- 
adequate means of transportation, is a 
problem to occupy mature military 
rninds. Then there is the element of 
•waste and destruction incident to an 
army in the field and in action. This 
necessitates constant replenishment, all 
of which by an Increasing ratio adds to 
the cost. A» a military enterprise the 
end is evidently not in sight. But even 
if the fighting were ended, there would 
be a discontented people to keep in sub- 
jection, which would require an expen- 
sive military establishment. 


"The experience of the war thus far 


has very effectually 
established the j 


prestige of the Boers as fighters'. They | 
may be able to continue. If they do for I 
a few months, other developments are I 
not improbable. England, not, perhaps, 
exhausted, but embarrassed 
by pro- 


tracted demands upon her fighting- ma- 
terial in men, supplies and munitions of 
war, her army thousands of miles away, 
might find it difficult to head off foreign 
Interference by substantial method's. ', 
They might not be in the nature of overt 
acts of military aggression or diplo- i 
matte inquiry, but such a lining up of , 
forces as would be difficult to engage. | 


"The navy of England, it is true, is 


free to act, but what would become of 
British commerce, and, commerce crip- 
pled, what would become of British 
manufactures, which signify industry j 
and means of living? The time for ' 
diplomatic settlement in the first stages 
has passed and it is difficult to see how 
it can come in now without great less of 
prestige. The British government is 
naturally sensitive. Some decisive ac- , 
tion might open a way, but that way 13 
not now in sight. The United States 
would be the most natural intermediary. 
The leading European nations have 
their 'spheres' in Africa. For that 
reason any suggestion from that quar- 
ts'- would be out o° the question—in fact, 
have been warned against. 


"This war in such a remote quarter of 


the globe is a more momentous affair 
than tbe casual observer supposes. It 
may result in some very grave up- 
heavals in the world's conditions as we 
now have them."

Xbe Students Helped Their Teachers In 


Practical Work. 


During the last century in America 


the medical education of a young stri- 
dent was generally what he picked up 
by serving as an apprentice to some 
noted practitioner, which combined tho 
duties of a student with inauy menial 
affairs. 


He ground the powders, mixed the 


pills, rode with the doctor on his rounds, 
held tho basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, eew 
the wounds and run with vials of medi- 
£iTin frf\m njio drjfl «rf i-nwrt ir\ i-Tm jttKoT 
It was a white day when such a young 
rnau enjoyed the rare good fortune of 
dissecting a half putrid arm. So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 


Under such circumstances the doc- 


tor's knowledge was practical, and de- 
rived from personal experience rather 
than from books. The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. 
Few 


physicians boasted of a library of 60 
volumes. 


His apprenticeship ended, the student 


returned to his native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
•with the exception of the minister and 
the judge, the doctor was the most im- 
portant personage in his community. 
His genial face, his engaging manners, 
the sincerity with which he inquired 
after the carpenter's daughter and the 
interest which he took in the family of 
the poorest laborer made him tho fa- 
vorite for miles around. He knew the 
names and personal history of the occu- 
pants of every house he passed. The 
farmer's lads pulled off their hats to 
him and the girls dropped courtesies as 
he passed. Sunshine and rain, daylight 
and darkness, were alike to him. He 
would ride ten miles in the darkest 
night over the worst of roads in a pelt- 
ing storm to administer a dose of calo- 
mel to an old woman or attend a child 
in a fit. 


The drugs were stowed away on the 


shelves of the village store, among 
heaps of shoes, Rohan hats, packages of 
seeds and flitches of bacon. 


The physician was compelled to com- 


pound his own drags, make his own 
tinctures and put up his own prescrip- 
tions. His saddlebag was the only drug 
store within 40 miles. Each spring the 
blood must be purified, tbe kidneys ex- 
cited and the damsel who fainted pro- 
fusely bled. Large doses of senna and 
manna and rhubarb and molasses were 
taken daily. It was safe to say'that 
more medicine was taken every year by 
the well than is now taken by the sick 
in the same time. 


Water was denied tbe patient tor- 


mented with fever. In its stead was 
given a small quantity of clam juice. 
Mercury was taken until the lips turned 
blue and the gums fell away from the 
teeth.

ed tbe pitches, and the child satisfied 
her burning thirst. Her brother, ovci1- 
hearing whit was going on, rushed into 
the room, exclaiming, "Yon will kill 
her," bnt it was too late.—American 
Magazine.

Washington he is requested to tell this 
story, and, although many and Taried 
are the recitals ot this thiilhng event. ' 
Mr. Withers' os somewhat different from 
the others. H?re is the story as he tells 
it in the Washington Post: 


' 'I was leader of the orchestra at the 


time, and as tho president vas to wit- 
ness the performance of 'Our American 
Cousin' I thought that, as befitted the 
occasion, I would'compcse a song. So I 
did. It was entitled 'Honor to Our Sol- 
diers' and dedicated to the president. 
This was to be sung between two of the 
acts by a quartet I had engaged and the 
entire company, who were to be attired 
i 


in the American colors. 
j 


"As I was on my way to the theater 


I met John Wilkes Booth just in front 
of George Hairy's saloon, which ad- 
joined the theater. It was a sultry 
night, and Booth had his overcoat over 
his arm. ' Good evening, Billy,' he said. 
' Come and have something?' 


"As I was leaving to enter the thea- 


ter Booth remarked, 'I'll witness tha 
performance tonight.' I noticed nothing 
strange about his demeanor and subse- 
quently saw him as I was coming out 
for the overture. 


"Soon the president, his wife, Major 


Eathbone and Eobert and Tad entered 
their bos. I signaled for 'Hail to the 
Chief,' and the audience cheered, and 
the president turned smilingly and 
bcvcc!. Than he seated himself, and 
with his accustomed modesty drew the 
curtains half across the bos. 


"After the first act J. P. Wright, the 


stage manager, sent me word he would 
be unable to have the special song sung 
at that time, but he would try to have 
it rendered between the second and third 
acts. A similar message was sent to me 
at the close of the second act, and I be- 
came somewhat exercised. I started to 
go upon the stage when I saw Booth on 
the balcony walking dov*;$i the aisle in 
the direction of the president's box. He 
was seemingly attentive toward the act- 
ing, for the curtain had again gone up. 
I enconnte.vd a scene shifter, Spangler, 
whose office I afterward learned was to 
turn out the lights in the theater as EOOU 
as the shot was fired. He obstructed my 
passage. 
1" 'What do yon want here?' he de- 
manded. In reply I told him. it waB 
none of his business. Mr. Wright ap- 
pearing, Spangler left his position on 
the stage alongside the box in which 
•was the apparatus for illuminating tha 
theater. I closed the lid of the box and 
sat upon it to talk to the manager, un- 
conscious that I was spoiling the plan. 


"Mr. Wright told me the eong would 


be eung at the close of the performance, 
and Miss Keene had sent word to tha 
president requesting him, to stay to 
hear it. 


"I was just about to return to the oit 


chestra when the crack of a revolver 
startled me. All was quiet instantly. I 
eaw a man jump from the president's 
box on to the stage. It was Booth. He 
ran directly toward the door leading 
into the alley. This course brought him 
right in my path. He had a dagger in 
his hand, and he waved it threatening- 
ly. He evidently did not recognize me, 
for he appeared like a maniao. His eyes 
seemed starting from their sockets, and 
bis hair was disheveled. 


"With head down, he ran toward me 


and cried, 'Let me pass!' He slashed at 
me, and the knife cut through my coat, 
vest and underclothing. He struck 
again, the point of the weapon penetrat- 
ing the back of my neck, and the blow 
brought me to the floor. I watched him 
make his exit into the alley and caught 
eight of the horse, held by 'Peanut 
John.' 


"The commotion in tfae audience was 


something terrible. Several actors, in- 
cluding Harry Hawke, rushed out, and 
a man who proved to be a detective lift- 
ed me up and said, 'I arrest you.' 
" 'What's this all aboat?' I asked. 


I'm stabbed.' I was quickly told what 
was the matter. The thought flashed 
across my mind that Booth was the as- 
sassin. 


"I was taken to the police station, 


and my deposition was received in the 
presence of Mayor Wallach. That was, 
I believe, the first intimation that they 
bad of the identity of the murderer. I 
was at the trial of the conspirators and 
the second to give testimony. My wound 
bealed in a short time."

Annual D!»JN »al of the Accumulation* of 


the .Dead Letter Olfice. 


One of the queerest "institutions" 


of the national capital is the annual 
clearance sale of the deafl letter office, 
in which avast accumulation of articles 
gone astray in the mails is sold to the 
Lighest bidders. The auction house 
where it is held is continually crowded 
with excited men, women and children, 
and beside it tho bargain counters dur- 
ing the holidays are as havens of rest, 
for when Uncle Sam goes into the junk- 
shop business great things are expect- 
ed. As in, the church fair raffle, you 
pay a small amount of money and trust 
to luck to get back more than its value. 
The articles, previously listed, in a 
wholesale sort of way, are tied up in 
bundles of from three to a half dozen 
and "auctioned" for what they will 
bring, the average bids ranging between 
10 cents and a dollar. 


Nobody is permitted to examine the 


goods before purchasing, and no money 
is refunded to the dissatisfieC Every- 
body hopes to pull a genuine plum from 
the pie in the shape of a diamond ring, 
a silk dress pattern or a silver teapot, 
and although comparative blanks are 
the rule, there is always the possibility 
of a prize. For exam-pie, the auctioneer 
holds up one of these odd shaped bun- 
dles, listed "pictures, underwear, mu- 
sic, cigars." Going—going—gone—for 
90 cents to a dapper young gentleman 
who waa caught' by tie word "cigar.'' 
He opens it on the sport—an unwise 
thing to do if one objects to-good natured 
ridicule—and this is -what he finds: Six 
cigars, broken into bite with so strong 
an odor that one wonders how a sledge 
hammer could have done it; underwear 
—a female 10 cent "jersey;" pictures— 
a collection of newspaper cats designed 
for amusement of some small child. 
The lot would be dear at a quarter and 
is of no use to the buyer. 


In the dead letter office proper—that 


charnel bouse which swallows nearly 
half a million missives everymonth—it 
is positively harrowing. More than 40 
bushels of photographs have accumu- 
lated tbere, awaiting the annual crema- 
tion. There are tresses of hair enough 
to stuff a dozen mattresses, grandmoth- 
ers' silver locks and babies' golden carls, 
many no doubt cut from dead brows, 
and small sums of money which poor 
workmen send borne to feed their wives 
and little ones, and servant girls save 
from their scanty wages for needy par- 
ents—gone to Uncle Sam's rich purse, 
not because the United States wants it, 
bnt because the senders' writing or or- 
thography was beyond mortal ken. It is 
hard to realize tbat in this land of 
schools, at the close of tbe nineteenth 
century, there are so many people BO 
ignorant or so careless as to send several 
millions of letters a year without stamps 
or addresses or with addresses which no 
man can make out People seem to be 
eo intent on what g6ts into the letters 
that they forget all about the superscript 
(ion. It is estimated that $-1,500,030 in 
drafts and $8ff, 000,000 in cash is receiv- 
ed every year through dead letters.—In- 
dianapolis Journal.

Besides, North Adams 
is capturing the high offices at union- 
ism about aa fast as it is ix>seible for 
them to be captured. The honor that 
has just come to William Dobson calls 
attention to this fact. ^tr. Eobson be- 
comes secretary of the International 
bricklayers, masons and plasterers' 
union. The salary Is considerable over 
$2000 and the office is practically a life 
one to tne man wliO occertnWv fl'lls 
it The retiring secretary held the r>o- 
sitiOT» for over J5 years. Mr. Dobson 
Is as competent lor the office as hig 
favored ^redecseor. 


Peter Oulman «f this city is national 


secretary of the Textile workers of 
America, and is making himself a pow- 
er in, his organization, -de Is now In- 
terested In on« of the most Irooortant 
movements in the tsstlle industry of 
the United States the develoomewt of 
unionism in the cotton industry in the 
south. Mr. Oulman has issued over 
half a hundred charters for new unions, 
most of them in the south. He Is new 
in Georgia. 


In addition to these two important 


offices held in North Adams, the city 
claims the flrst presidency of the state 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor In the person of Harry A. Mc- 
Donald, who te president of the local 
union, and we also claim the secretary- 
treaaurer of the New England allied 
printing trades in the person of Pat- 
<,nck H. MocMahon. 


Still to addittotn. lesser offices 
are 


held by North Adams men, but enough 
has been clued to prove our assertion 
that North Adams is rapidly becoming 
an important center of labor unionism. 


The Transcript had a word to say 


a day or two ago abonit that impossible 
mail boU at the postoflice entrance, 
and the following, which has 
been 


printed may be regarded as the offic- 
ial reply: 


The criticism against the postoffice 


management relative to the box out 
side the local office, which appeared in 
a local paper, was unjust. The box is 
supplied by the department and the lo- 
cal office has no voice in the matter. 
The mail ia collected from 12 to 15 
times each day and if the bos. becomes 
clog'gied from persons attempting 
to 


force in large parcels, it can not be 
considered the fault 
of the 
office. 


Boxes for parcels are famished. 


The Transcript understands that the 


post office department aims to accom- 
dodate the public and that when local 
conditions fall In any respect to meet 
the public convenience it is the fiuty of 
the local officials to request the depart- 
ment to make the needed alterations. 
If the matter of that box at the door 
of the post office ia a matter settled 
by Washington, and if "Wasbin^on re- 
fuses to provide a decent receotacle 
for mail at the post office door then 
there Is nothing to be done. The ab- 
solute Inadequacy of that box, particu- 
larly Sunday evenings when the post 
office is locked at a very early hour, is 
known to Postmaster Darby 
and 


should be remedied by him if possible. 
We are not yet ready to believe that 
the poatofflce department positively re- 
fuses to spend a few cents to alter a 
condition that leaves flrst class mail 
matter within the 
reach of sneak 


thieves. 


The trouble with the- box facilities 


at the post office door is not by any 
means always due to persona "at- 
tempting to force in large parcels." 
It la oftener due to an abundance of 
mail matter—many times to matter in 
large envelope*—and tJie nioutissisni 
of the box, which, wholly unfits it for 
a place receiving so many pieces of 
mall.' It is misleading to say thai a 
box far parcels is furnished. There is 
no box Teachable for parcels at the 
post office when the 
office 
door is 


locked. 


This is a small affair to receive BO 


much attention, but It Is an affair in 
which many people musit be interested, 
judging from the number who have 
availed themselves of the miserable 
convenience of the box In question.

The Association Ali- 
mentaire of Grenoble, Franoe, is a pure- 
ly municipal affair. The city owns it 
and supplies meals at 'cost in its own 
restaurant or delivers them at private 
homes. 


Everything at the Association Ali- 


mentairo is as good as money can buy. 
The cooks are as clever as any in France, 
which is saying n great deal. The pro- 
visions are bought in the best markets 
and are carefully selected. The service 
is excellent. The dining rooms are A 
several grades, according to the furnish- 
ings and the attendance, so that all 
tastes may be accommodated. One may 
dine there for 8 cents on bread and 
6onp and be satisfied or one may pay 13 
coots and have a full course dinner. Ia 
the best rooms, which axe marble floored 
and decorated with much elegance, there 
are waiters who look for tips as natu- 
rally as though they were in the swellent 
of Parisian cafes. 


Pure wines, which have been proper- 


ly aged, are served at about 8 cents a 
liter. 


There is no financial profit to the city 


in running this huge restaurant, which 
serves some 15,000 meals a day. The 
charges are based on the cost of tha 
materials used, the employment of help 
and the amount spent in keeping tha 
utensils, machinery and building in re- 
pair.—New York Press.

LIFE IN THE BOER CAMPS i FINE SHOOTING TOURNEY 


Experiences of the Late Colonel 


De Villebois Mareuil, Abun- 


dance of Food on Hand. 


Colonel de "YtileEo&BJareutiT the 


French officer iu the Boer army who 
was recently killed In the northwest- 
«ro part of Grange Free State In an 
engagement 
with 
Lord 
Methnen's 


troops, wrote to his brother in Paris 
• few days before the relief of Kimber- 
ley, describing ihe Beer state of mind 
as one of ''perfect trust in God and 
thorough contempt ton the English- 
man," says the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. 


In his letter the colonel said he did 


•one scouting himself, often riding 
ridiculously close to the British out- 
posts. Those rides were more1 Interest- 
ing to him than a ride In Paris to the 
Bois de Boulogne, crossing woods of 
mimosa, where springbok and hares 
•tart up under the feet After seven or 
eight hours' hard galloping, one needs 
one's steak and tinned French beans. 


"Yesterday," writes the colonel, "dur- 


ing the council of war, we had 118 de- 
grees In the shade. This was JndessJ 
exceptionally warm, but 104 is nothing 
unusual, and I really do not know 
which is more unbearable, to get roast- 
ed In camp or out riding." 


The Boer camp before Kimberiey 


was made very pleasant at the time. 
It was at a pumping station amid 
trees. The colonel and his friends, the 
other foreign officers, were, as usual, 
plied by the Boers with every civility. 
They received liberal rations of meat 
and bread every other day, and from 
time to time the Boers brought up 
wagon loads of fruit—French 
mel- 


Ions, watermelons, tomatoes, peaches, 
grapes, apples and pears. The colonel 
wrote: 


"For 5 shillings enough can be pur- 


chased to last a week. Between Leoa 
and myself we manage the cooking, 
and we spoil nothing. Count von 
, 


a charming Austrian and a man of 
highborn rank, says that our mess is 
the only good one in the place and that 
only Frenchmen know how to cook. 
The other day we entertained him and 
the correspondent of the 
Pretoria 


Volksstem to vermicelli soup, ham and 
epinach, roast leg of mutton, with 
pommes chateau and peches a la Conde. 
After turning away a number of na- 
tives who were utterly unfit we have 
succeeded In getting together a staff 
of Kaffirs irho attend upon us, groom 
our horses, wash our linen, keep our 
mules without allowing them to go 
astray, keep the fire alight and the pot 
boiling and black our boots. The oth- 
er day the cook took it toto his bead 
to make us a pot-au-f eu as he had seen 
me make one with carrots and a toma- 
to. He skimmsd the pot, and when 
we came home at night we found a 
dinner ready upon which, are ,never 
reckoned." 


Apart from sugar, -of which there 


iras none, everything was plentiful, 
end that solitary exception did not 
trouble the frenchmen, as they had a 
private stock. The Boers received ra- 
tions of meat and bread and biscuit 
and vegetables and fruit from their 
ferms. Coffee and tea were abundant 
*Yesterd»y," the cokmel wrote, "we 
entertained at a very decent tea party. 
Three pretty ladies from Bloemfontem 
arrived trith General Kolbe, who bad 
received as some time before In a,pret- 
ty villa In the suburbs of the Free 
State capital." Aoaent his residence at 
Boer farms the colonel wrote: 


"Whenever I stay overnight at a 


farm, and this happens frequently, I 
find the same pittance of boiled beef 
with potatoes and carrots stewed in 
batter, with one or two green peaches. 
But it is wholesome food, and with one 
or two cops of tea one goes to sleep in 
•fiie Boer** bed, and in the cold morn- 
ing each one draws toward himself 
the bedclothes he was anxious to get 
rid of In the warm evening. After cof- 
fee at dawn, your host stuffs your 
pockets with homemade cakes. 


"The Boers are brave and hearty fel- 


lows, who know they are heading to- 
.ward great destinies [tbe colonel means 
a united South Africa under the vier- 
kleur], and they trust in God to an ex- 
traordinaiy degree. Their Boer breth- 
ren of the Caps are ready to rise at the 
first sign. Already at Prieska 6,000 are 
only awaiting a signal. The British 
army will be exposed to every kind of 
attack and ambush, and a guerrilla 
.warfare wfll be carried on/. 
Things 


will, therefore, last a longer time than 
I supposed at the outset The Boers 
are staking their all. They will play 
their own band themselves"—that is, 
{Without foreign Interference. 


The French colonel spent most of his 


|lme in front of Kimberiey on the plat- 
form of a siege gun, a spot the English 
fwwr* continually shelling. The Creu- 
•ot engineer Leon was wounded on this 
platform by a bullet ii his head, being 
nearly killed. For two hours the colo- 
nel thought him dead. On Feb. 13 the 
colonel1 went to attend an operation on 
Leoa, which was performed during the 
Bight at a place a couple of hours from 
camp. Having taken leave of "several 
Frenchmen he had entertained as his 
guest* for a week, he left with two of 
fell countrymen, an artilleryman and 
a mounted trooper. He was caught in 
a terrific hailstorm. 
His tent was 


flooded and thrown over. At length 
h* reached Modder river, expecting 
fighting there.

A TAME LEOPARD. 


WlUUi Walked IVfth Its Matter About tbe 


btrccta of Berlin. 


Of all the cat tribe, leopards are the 


easiest to tame aud teach, if they are 
captured while young. When they are 
old, their savage habits have become 
fixed, and it is almost impossible then 
to tamo them. 


Thirty years ago a curious and well 


known sight on the streets of Berlin 
was Von der Madliern with his tamo 
leopard. Baron von der Madliera, w]»en 
a young man, was for several years 
German consul in Egypt. While there 
an Arab friend presented him with a 
young leopard. It was only a few days 
old, its eyes not open yet. The young 
harou determined to make a pet of the 
leopard and train and treat it like a dog. 


The leopard was never confined in a 


cage, but was always al-wed full lib- 
erty and was well fed aud potted. Ha 
slept on a comfortable rng in his mas- 
ter's room, and if the night was cold 
crept upon his master's bed and shared 
it with him. Through the day, indoors 
and out, he followed Von der Madliern 
about like a faithful dog and displays1 
a dog's affection for his master. 


He grew by and by into a handsome 


creature, one of the largest of his spe- 
cies and finely marked. When he had 
been in Von der Madliern's possession 
about two years, the baron was recall- 
ed to Berlin and took the animal back 
with him. In Berlin the leopard occu- 
pied the same* place in his master's 
house that he had done before and fol- 
lowed the baron about the streets in the 
game way. 


At first the sight of the creature 


stalking solemnly along beside the man 
created quite a sensation in the city, 
and people 'crowded to see them pass. 
But it grew to be an everyday matter, 
which only attracted occasional notice 
from strangers or children. 


The animal lived to be about 15 years 


old and died much lamented by all who 
knew it. 
His story seems to prove 


that the wildness of snob animals is on- 
ly slightly inherited, and that their bet- 
ter nature may usually be brought out 
by proper treatment.

ARBITRATION AND WAR. 


Brief but Not Ttalnterestiny Discourse by 


the Old Soldier. 


"Yon know I can't get over the fact," 


said the old soldier, "that there's a 
heap more hewes in the world than 
there was, all <3ue to the civil war. And 
you can't tell where you're going to 
meet 'em. The man you bny a lead pen- 
cil of in the stationery store may have 
served, and so may the man yon buy 
your clothes of in the clothing store. 
Just as likely as not the man that 
brings your milk in the morning, com- 
ing along early through the quiet streets, 
may have been at Gettysburg, and tbo 
man that twists the grip wheel of the 
cable car you ride down Broadway in 
may have marched over narrow cordu- 
roy roads, through lofty forests with a 
gun over his shoulder and a knapsack 
on his back. 


"You see, you can't telL The man in 


the pulpit may have been in it, and so 
may the man that sweeps the streets. 
You canM; tell about it. The fellers 
don't stand round and holler about it, 
but they're heroes just the same—the 
salt of the earth on this continent—and 
the world is better for 'em, a heap. 
They are self reliant and self respecting 
citizens, who help to keep the country 
sweet And their children are procd of 
them. How proud! And they grow up 
all the stronger and better citizens for 
this inheritance. 


"Still, I believe in arbitration-*-on 


principle—and I feel bound to say that I 
believe in it in practice too. War is a 
frightful waste of human life and of 
material. I can't now and I never 
could see tbe sense of destroying things, 
and I think the most tremendously fool- 
ish thing going is taxing people out of 
house and home to keep up great armies 
standing that are finally to be destroyed. 


"And still I can't keep thinking that 


a war like ours, about a real princii" \ 
is not without its compensations. It 
sort of clears the atmosphere, distrib- 
utes backbone around among survivors 
and tends to the perpetuation and en- 
largement of freedom and the benefit 
of the human race."—New York Sun. 


Various Contests Arranged For 


the Paris Exposition, Many 


Costly Prizes Offered 


Tbe shooting contests wnlch nave 


been arranged to take place at the 
Pans exposition this year promise to 
be of exceptional interest and include 
every variety of gun practice. 


The International shooting contests 


and the seventh national contests nave 
been organized under the auspices of 
the prominent sporting men of France. 
The honorary president of the national 
contests is the president of the French 
republic, while the honorary vice pres- 
ident is M. Merllloa, president of the 
United Shooting Societies of France. 
The dates of tbe national contests will 
be from Thursday, July 19, to Aug. 7. 


It Is not necessary to belong to any 


society to take part in the international 
contests, and no entry need be made In 
advance. Contestants from the United 
States and other foreign countries are 
authorized to introduce into France 
their arms and ammunition to tbe ex- 
tent of 500 cartridges, this being the 
maximum quantity admitted. There 
will be a complete omnibus service to 
convey passengers from Versailles to 
the target field. 


The international contests will be 


shot under 16 separate classes, and ag- 
gregate prises will be upward of 200,- 
000 francs. 
A special international 


contest will be held which will include 
the national championship and the 
match between nations, prizes of which 
will amount to 203,300 francs. 


The contest for the national arms at 


a range of 200 meters will Include 
prizes to the value of 18,900 francs In 
section A and prizes to the value of 
18,900 francs in section B. The tourna- 
ment of silhouette target shooting, or- 
ganized at the artillery butts at Vin- 
cennes according to the rules of the 
Pistol society, will Include 24 prizes at 
a total valuation of 2,700 francs-. 


The contests in ordnance revolvers at 


20 meters for the national champion- 
ship will Include 100 prizes worth 2,725 
francs. 
This contest is reserved for 


French marksmen. 


The match between nations for arms 


of all makes at 300 meters is attracting 
a great deal of attention. This match 
will be contested between delegates of 
nations and allows five marksmen for 
eaeb nation. 
The prizes aggregate 


many thousand francs, with honorary 
diplomas issued by the exposition. This 
match will take place Aug. 4 and con- 
tinue, if necessary, till Aug. 6. 


The revolver contest will be open 


to weapons of every make and will be 
at a range of 50 meters. This match 
will take place Aug. 2. The French 
military 
contest 
will be 
between 


marksmen in the standing army of 
France. The prizes aggregate 10,000 
francs. 


The grand international contest, open 


to sportsmen of every nationality, will 
take place on Sunday, the 15th, Mon- 
day, the 16th, and Tuesday, the 17th 
of July. Prizes will be handsome ob- 
jects of art, aggregating a value of 
2,500 francs. 


The International crossbow shooting 


contest will take place Sunday, the 
27th of May, and following days until 
decided. Winners of prizes in tbe 
archery competition may demand the 
decoration and official diploma of the 
exposition of 1900, according to the 
value of the prize. 


A grand fnlcon meet has been ar- 


ranged- to take place during the months 
of June, July, August and September. 
A permanent exhibition of falconry 
and competition of birds of flight will 
take place near Yincennes, during 
which prizes aggregating many thou- 
sand francs will be distributed. 


The cannon shooting contest is cer- 


tain to attract great attention from 
military men of all nations. 
These 


contests will take place at Vincennes, 
beginning Sunday, Aug. 15, and con- 
tinue for 14 days. There will be a 
contest between sharpshooters and 
marksmen delegated from the French 
standing army, which will be keenly 
contested by, tbe crack shooters of 
France. 


Individual contests win be held 


which will Include 29 prizes of a total 
valuation of 5,500 francs. 


Tbe cannon shooting will Include 


short and long range firing with 
French and foreign guns.

bullet shaped thing hag been found in 
the •vermiform appendix. The whole in- 
terior of the appendixes only big enough 
to admit a medium sized darning needle. 
Ifobody knows what it is there for, but 
it must have been useful at some time. 
It is a case of the survival of the unfit, 
like the wisdom teeth, which nre of so 
little uae to most people, and the ton- 
sils, which cause so much trouble now 
and then.

Goldfish are so extremely common 


nowadays that few people ever stop to 
vernier where they come from or how 
they are raised. Comparatively little is 
generally known about the little cold 
blooded vertebrates that swim about in 
tho aquariuina in so many homes. The 
pets require a careful aud systematic 
raising thut is scarcely appreciated by 
those who expect to get them for small 
prices of dealers iu the city. 


The largest goldfish farm in the world, 


if it may be called such, is located in 
Shelby county, lud., about 80 miles 
from Indianapolis. Here the original 
goldfish men of the country have their 
propagating institution. 


There are two farms, several miles 


apart, which are devoted to the differ- 
ent brandies of the industry. In the 
north part of the county is 0110 farm of 
eight or ten acres. The other is a few 
miles farther south and is about half 
again as large as the first one. 


Today there are in the various ponds 


of Spriug Lake fishery over 200,000 fish, 
from which specimens are constantly 
being sent to every state and territory 
of the Union. It is even said that some 
of the finest fish in the royal aquariums 
of Europe were raised by Mr. Shonp 
and his partner at this farm. 


On each of the farms spoken of are a 


large number of small ponds, some of 
them not much larger than ten feet 
square. These ponds are all connected 
•with each other by little channels, so 
that the water and fish can be let from 
one to the other without the least diffi- 
culty. 


The breeding ponds, which are, of 


course, the most important, are protect- 
ed from the wind and cold by high em- 
bankments around the edges. This is 
all the protection that is necessary for 
the fish, even in She winter time, so it 
is seen that, although the fish are un- 
doubtedly delicate, they are much more 
hardy than is generally supposed. 


Several times a year the fish are sorted 


in the different ponds and classified so 
that the largest and finesc ones will be 
together, and those which will not bring 
such good prices will be by themselves. 
Many people suppose that when the 
goldfish is first hatched from the egg it 
has the pecaliar pretty markings on its 
scales which make it so beautiful and 
valuable. 


This is not the case. In its youth in 


reality the fish is just the same as any 
ordinary and everyday fish, and look, 
like it for all the world. Even an expc;' 
could scarcely tell it from the little 
minnows which are found in any stream. 
They are cf a whitish, silvery color, 
and have not the least evidence of the 
beautiful hues which they will later as- 
sume. 


Sometimes, 
however, the goldfish 


grower is sadly disappointed in finding 


mat nil tub fall to acquire the golden 
tint for which he ban to lonrbeem look- 
ing in vain. There have been many in- 
gtiuiow-tiwe and again in which the fish 
never did engage to the reddish color, 
bat grew to 1* MveztJ.year8 old, retain- 
ing their \7hite, silvery, youthful com- 
plexion. Ordinarily, however, the fish 
develop the golden shade in loss than a 
year. 


First, they begin getting dark, some- 


times becoming almost black. From the 
dark compleiiou tbey begin turning to 
the reddish shade, and finally come out 
in all their glory, full fledged goldfish. 


The food has not, as many people 


suppose, the least thing to do with col- 
oring the* fish. All the fish are fed ex- 
actly the same thing, toasted bread two 
or three times a week, and nothing else 
is given them for their snbsisten™. Tho 
sun seems to be the necessary agent and 
tho only one to complete the scheme of 
nature, and even this sometimes does 
not work successfully. 


The greatest difficulty with which the 


goldfish raiser has to contend is the pest 
world. Snakes, cats, coons, frogs and 
insects innumerable are all fell destroy- 
ers of the goldfish, and the crawfish is 
by no means a second in the destruction 
which he can work when he gets in the 
neighborhood of the finny tribe. Some 
one must be kept constantly on watch 
at the season of the year when these in- 
sects and little animals abound to see 
that they do not get into the water of 
tho poud where the fish are. 


The sting of some insects will kill a 


fish in- almost every instance. Snake 
feeders and some other well known in- 
sects fly close to the surface of tho wa- 
ter in the summer time and with tho 
greatest ease touch the tiny little fish 
swimming near the surface of the pool. 
An egg is laid on the fish or a stinger 
inserted, and either will invariably 
prove fatal. 


The freaks and unusual developments 


in the fish are the varieties which will 
always bring the best prices in the mar- 
ket. Odd and rare colors and spots upon 
the scales are the marks which are pre- 
ferred by fanciers. 
Unusual shapes in 


the fishes are equally popular with oddi- 
ties in colors and will cause a fish to 
bring as good a price as if it had orange 
or purple scales. 


In physical developments the great 


varieties are in respect to the tail. One 
never finds two headed fish, but those 
with more than one tail are plentiful. 
Two, three, four and five tails are quite 
often found on the fish and sometimes 
even six, but the latter is very rare. Of 
course a fish with six tails woild bring 
« handsome price in any market. 


Goldfish are often killed by overat- 


tention, but sometimeS'by lack of atten- 
tion. The two things which above all 
should be avoided are overfeeding them 
and failure to keep fresh water in the 
aquarium. An even, moderate tempera- 
ture should be maintained, and they 
should be kept in the dark at night.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Bake in a moderately hot 
oven 20 minutes. The caution was added 
that any dish made with sauce and 
crumbs needs that the heat should be 
moderate at the bottom and strong at 
the top. The difference between dried 
bread crumbs and stale bread grated was 
also accentuated. In this dish the latter 
is obligatory.—Isiew \Tork Post.

HOW TALC'TtTQl/ARRIED. 


Where It Comes From and the Manner of 


Sending It to Market. 


At Lnzenac, in the upper valley of 


the Anege, talc is quarried on an ex- 
tensive scale in the granite of St. Bar- 
thelcmy, a mountain 7,700 feot high 
and about 20 miles from the main chain 
of the Pyrenees. The quarries, which 
are situated abont two miles from the 
summit and 5,900 faet above the sea, 
are opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between micaschist below and lower 
Silurian slates above, which has beeii 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north and south direction, with a dip of 
about 60 degrees to the cast, the thick- 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet, aa 
does also the composition. Masses of 
limestone and granite, the latter often 
of considerable size, arc frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
which also contains some alnmina. 


The best rock is of a brilliant white 


color aii(l,icel8 greasy to the touch whe; 
ground to fine powder. The principal 
quarry, at Tremoum, is worked in tho 
open, across the direction of the bed, 
forming two or three teiraces 50 feet 
high, tho surface covering, 0 to 10 feet 
thick, having been first stripped. The 
stuff broken is carried by a level, in the 
bottom of tho quarry, driven in the foot 
wall of tho vein to the valley of Axiat, 
whence it is hauled in bullock wagona 
about 12 miles to the works of Lnzenac, 
where a water power of 00 horsepower 
is obtained from the Aricge. Tho me- 
chanical preparation includes siting by 
sieves, driving in a lotatmg cylinder 
furnace, breaking, grinding and sifting. 


Nearly the whole of the prodnot is 


converted into powder, only a small 
part being made into pencils for mark- 
ing out work <ju n,ct.'il or sold in the 
lump form.—Colliery Guardian.

He could starve and beat them, i 


and there was no one to come be- ! 
tween. 
In case of insubordination he 
, 


could shoot them down, and the gov- j 
ernment simply accepted his statement 
of the affair. 
All convicts were glad \ 


enough to get away from prison and 
out upon the ranches, and In most 
cases they found good masters and 
were decently treated. 
As a member 


of the mounted police I knew that 
Stebbins was a hard man to get along 
witn. He had been a tavern keeper 
and a bully in England, and life wife 
had committed suicide and his two 
eons been taken away from him by the 
law on account of his tyrannical and 
brutal nature. As the owner of a big 
sheep ranch at Woona Wally the man 
had a sort of standing and a few 
friends, but there were plenty of peo- 
ple who kept clear of him. A part of 
the duty of the police was to keep an 
eye on the hired convicts in a certain 
district, and we thus came to know 
that Stebbins had le?s care for the 
men he hirefl than for his dogs. On 
two or three occasions we had been 
compelled to report him for excessive 
punishment, and the feeling between 
him and the police was not altogether 
friendly. 


Black Jim came up to Woona Wally 


with six other men, and the gang were 
locked up at police headquarters for 
the night.

Vhs 'Kflwt «f Vibratlona Upon th» Cover- 


ing of th« Head. 


IQ a recent scientific assemblage a 


tUtaoMiou tod^DjMt) upon the influ- 
ence of ileep iu ikiu diseases. One of 
the gentlemen who took part stated iu 
bis criticism, of, the paper .which had 
been read tb^t one might as well talk 
of the inHaepce, of music upon the 
growth of the ktit.

At least a corre- 
spondent of Ifi Tepjps baa made the 
discovery'thAt m'tsio of certain kinds 
does in reality prevent the hair from 
falling, wbjlo that produced by oertaiu 
instruments baa the most disastrous ef- 
fects in oanSjna rapiS development of 
baldness. He flnoVtimt while composers 
are as prone as others to lose their hair 
»t an early age tiioao •who play their 
compositions npcn the piano preserve, 
if they' do not acquire, a luxuriant 
growth of hair. Oil the other baud, 
•wind instruments, and especially the 
cornet and trombone, are fatal to hir- 
sute adornmenij. the/ violoncello and 
tbe harp keep thehair in pretty well, but 
tbe flnte cannot be depended upon to 
preserve &.stroug growth after the fifti- 
eth year of age. 


A number of pisntits, including Pa- 


derewski, are cited in .confirmation of the 
pronounced-influence of piano musio. It 
has been admitted for some time that 
miifiio- has a certain therapeutic worth, 
and it will be recalled that Dr. Ferrand 
presented a report to the French acad- 
emy on tbe physiological influence of 
music, pointing out in what ways it 
could be employed with therapeutic 
aims. Subsequently Dr. Betzchinsky re- 
ported an instance of night terrors in a 
child of 8 y«are, wbgwaa cured by hav- 
ing played to it each night musio of a 
calming nature written in a minor key. 
A tost was made after a few nights by 
omitting the music, and that night 
alone the child had aa attack.

A Scotch Bua Braxamel. 


A Scotch weekly paper named Saint 


Mungo tells of the costume of some of 
the gentry who may be seen walking 
upon the fashionable streets of Edin- 
burgh.

He walks 
along Princes street in a kilt of royal 
Stewart or Lennox tartan and usually 
has a red coat •with a dark vest, over the 
front of which he wears an embroidered 
belt of Ecarlet silk instead of plain 
leather. He is gorgeous with dirks, 
skene dhus, sporrans and other orna- 
ments, and be lets bis hair fall to bis 
shoulders under a bonnet that is a cross 
between Glcagary and Balmoral and 
trimmed with feathers." 


Tho burgher who strides along Princes 


street, bearing these accouterments, is 
not a crank. He is a level beaded, well 
composed, thoughtful and wealthy gen- 
tleman, standing high.in Edinburgh so- 
ciety. Suppose that a mail tbus apparel- 
ed and caparisoned were to walk along 
our strecft! What a time tbere would 
be I Within the past few years, or since 
the introduction of bicycling, golfing 
and other funny sports, some of the men 
and women in American cities wear 
costumes the like of which were not to 
bo seen in the old times.

' Germany u showing the rest of the 
world bow "quick lunches" may bo 
served without employing waiters and 
how a hungry person may have just 
what he wants to eat and drink at a 
fixed price without paying an extra tip 
and without feeling himself called 
upon, no matter how particular be may 
be, to find fault with tbo service unless 
ho is satisfied to moke his complaint to 
n mechanical contrivance, which differs 
from sorno waiters in BO far that it ? 
makes no pretense of caring a rap or I 
tho turn of a handle how uncomfortable 
] 


or hew badly served the hungry one 
may be. The contrivance, which has 
been perfected by the Quisicana compa- 
ny of Berlin is so perfectly arranged 
that even those people who object to 
the manner of washing the cups nnd 
plates in the ordinary quick lunch 
places are deprived of their cause for 
complaint because every customer may 
supervise the cleaning of the cup which 
he will use, and if he is so inclined may 
attend to the duty himself. 


The quick lunch stands are provided 


with automatic spraying nozzles for 
cleaning glass and china and insure per- 
fect cleanliness. No rubber tubing is 
used to conduct liquids, silver tubes be- 
ing employed for the purpose. The serv- 
ice is run by clockwork. 


In place of the ordinary counter there 


are sets of ornamental cabinets ranged 
along one side of th« room, which have 
a shelf projecting at a convenient 
height, upon whioh glasses and cups are 
placed. Above theae there are faucets 
and a number of slots to receive the 
coin. When the customer has decided 
what sort of a drink he wants—coffee, 
tea, chocolate or beef tan—he drops the 
coin in the slot and receives the regula- 
tion quantity. The cold drinks—lemon- 
ade, soda water and all sorts of ' 'soft 
drinks"—are kept in glass vessels and 
the hot drinks in nickel tanks surround- 
ed by a hot water bath, which is heated 
by gas. 


But the establishment is not limited 


to drinks, and the hungry man may 
also be served. Sandwiches and cakes 
are kept in a glass stand, circular in 
shape, which is covered with a glass 
bell. Each bell contains about a dozen 
eandwicb.es, and the purchaser indicates 
his choice by dropping his coin into the 
slot opposite the kind he wants, and the 
stand revolves sufficiently to bring his 
sandwich to an opening where he may 
take it out. Stands similarly arranged 
provide hot beef, chicken and other 
meats. 


The qnick lunch is nothing new in 


Germany, though, as any person will 
know who has made a railroad trip be- 
tween Berlin and Copenhagen by way 
of Waroeraunde. A man who made the 
trip several years ago said: 


"We were coming back from Den- 


mark and stopped at a little place on 
the German frontier at about noon. 
Everybody was hungry, and the Ameri- 
can contingent was disappointed when 
the conductor shouted, 'Funf minuten 
anfenthalt.' We knew that five minutes 
would not give us time for a meal, and 
we lost no time in leaving the coach as 
soon as it was unlocked. Everybody 
rushed pellinell into the restaurant, 
where a lot of wire things that looked 
like old fashioned rattraps were piled 
up. Everybody grabbed a trap, paid 
about 25 cents for it and rushed back to 
the train. 


"What looked like a trap was really 


an ingeniously contrived lunch basket 
having three compartments. In one was 
an ample portion of chicken; the next 
contained sandwiches, and the third a 
dainty piece of pastry and a small bot- 
tle of wine, over which a little drink- 
ing glass was fastened. Little salt and 
pepper shakers and a knife and fork 
were fastened to the sides, and the 
whole was covered with a Japanese pa- 
per napkin. The fact that we were all 
hungry and that the whole arrangement 
was unexpected may have had some- 
thing to do with our enjoyment of the 
luncheon, but it was agreed that it was 
the most perfect of the 'quick' kind we 
had ever seen. The bottom of the wire 
lunch .basket was covered with a piece 
of glass, and a paper beneath it bore the 
request in German, French and English 
to leave the empty-basket with the train- 
hand." 


Managers of qnick lunch plaoea say 


that the automatic restaurant would 
not be patronized sufficiently to make it 
pay in New York. 


"The main object of the automatic 


arrangement," said one, "is to do away 
with waiters and save the outlay on 
that account. \Ve have accomplished 
that end by making every man his own 
waiter, and I believe that breakage in 
machines, falling off in trade and coun- 
terfeit coins would make a change from 
our present system to the automatic an 
expensive experiment. As to the quick 
'lunches for travelers on railway trainh, 
much can be done, and no one knov> a 
that better than tho traveler who is 
compelled to make a meal of what he 
cam buy from the dealer in pica, apples 
and sandwiches who hawks his waaea 
through the oars. The buffet and the 
dining cars have reduced his field - 
operation, but he is still in busine , 
selling the sumo old sandwiches to t j 
people who cannot afford to ride a 
drawing room can, and to them t<* 
•quick lunch- on the plan of those whi a 
they have in some parts of Europe WOT id 
be a blowing."—New York Tribune.

SCOTCH PIPERS AND DANCERS IN THE 


STREETS OF LONDON.

Out of the thick fosj that hangs orar 


the square comes tbe Scottish pipe*, and 
Kith him the Scottish dancer, both clad 
|n foil Scottish regali*. Not since our 
last foggy day had I seen them. So far 
islkaowthey nev*r appear ia clear 
weather. Their friend and ally, the fog, 
Irivss) away the thunderous piano organs 
Which curse London, lea-ring to them a 
clear field. They come out of it playing 
merrily; they disappear into it playing 
merrily, but not until they have tarried 
long enough to charm away our pennies. 


Unbearable as the bagpipe music is 


to any save tbe ears of tbe faithful, it 
has an indescribable charm in a London 
fog or in a Scotch mist. It rouses you 
cut of the dull, sticky phlegm that the 
toot laden fog imposes on you. It brings 
yon to the window of your apartment to 
wait impatiently until the gay, swag- 
gering figures appear from behind the 
yellow curtains like living pictans at a 
music hall. 


The dancer carries two rusty-swords, 


the only thing about him that is not 
bright and fresh. He lays them down 
on the pavement. Meanwhile the piper 
marches on straight ahead, swaggering 
and blowing, as if he were piper to the 
whole Scottish people. 
So forcefully 


does h» march that we fear he is going 
to pass us by for the wealthy household- 
ers in the next street. 


Then suddenly he performs a half cir- 


cle, still playing and now marching with 
finicky steps, which show off his great 
white spats strikingly in tbe dim light. 
At that instant the dancer looks up at 
the windows, bows and smiles and 
craves our wealth. If we are conscious 
of a preconcerted theatrical movement 
on the part of our canny, kilted friends, 
it only re-enforces our admiration, and 
jingle, jingle, jingle, go our pennies — 
Americans' Frenchmen's, Englishmen's, 
landladies', servants' pennies 1 A har- 
vest of pennies, reaped by canny fingers 
and put in an extensive granary some- 
where in the most picturesque of all na- 
tional garbs. Still the fingers go up to 
the feathered cap for a few more pen 
nies; still the piper plays for a few more 
pennies — which are forthcoming. It is 
kept up until the people in the windows 
set their faces hard against any further 
payment until goods are delivered. 


Then the player takes up his position 


on the sidewalk opposite the side of the 
street which hi»s contributed most lib- 
erally, and tbe dancer gives us — well, 
what do yon suppose he gives? Not a 
highland fling, of course. No Soot in a 
kilt would be guilty of that any more 
than a Scot in a kilt would mention 
Bobby Burns at the banquet of & Scot- 
tish society. 


But nowhere else is the highland Sing 


and the bagpipe quite BO attractive aa on 
a London pavement when the fog is 
thick and one must work by lamplight 
at midday. Tfie gayly clad piper who 
summons the greatest of ' Scottish bards 
and his guests to dinner, and after they 
are seated marches solemnly around 'the 
table splitting the ears of these same 
guests, has not one-half the poetry of 
the piper of the fog. I have heard tell 
how the finest of Scottish dancers dance- 
around fires in the open to amuse the 
queen when she is at Balmoral She is 
welcome to them. Though the piper be 
a royal gamekeeper and the dancer a 
royal gillie, I rest content with my 
Scots who march out of the fog and back 
into it after they have emptied my pock- 
ets of pennies. 


Another collection is taken before we 


may enjoy the sword dance, which is 
quite the perfection of the dancing art 
as the Scotch know it. If that does not 
get the last of your pennies, the farewell 
collection will. All pennies, all collec- 
tions, disappear somewhere in that 
dancer's kilt, though that dancer's kilt 
grows no larger. 
How he carries them 


— an English penny is as large aa a sil- 
ver dollar — is a question, for after a 
few collections the brawniest of hairy 
legged highlanders could not dance un- 
der tbe weight of bis wealth. But I 
have seen the dancer now and then take 
a handful of something out of his kilt 
and put it in a pouch under the piper's 
pipe. Often not a penny is left in the 
block After the messenger boy, •who, 
being in a hurry, has reclined on a stoop 
for a little rest and recreation, has part- 
ed with his last ha'pence the dancer 
picks up his rusty swords, the piper 
strikes up a tune and they march away 
into the fog. In one foggy day they 
must earn enough to keep them in Scotch 
"wbusky" until another foggy day 
comes. If it is possible for such a wicked 
thing as a London feg to have fairies, 
the piper and the dancer are they.— 
London Cor. New York Pwas.

LIFE IN THE DESERT.

bnuuy of SO«n««. 


"In the Desert With the Bedouin" is 


the titl* of an article in The Century, 
written and illustrated by the English 
artiat, B. Tnlbot Kelly. Mr. Kelly says 
fa bin article: Desert life indocea habits 
of abstemiousness. Eising with the sun. 
a dish, of cumis, or mare's milk, and a 
•mall cup of black coffee are the only 
refreshments generally partaken of. The 
day is spent following one's pursuits, 
and, with the exception of an occasional 
cup of coffee and some very light 
"snack," one has no meal of any kind 
till after sundown. One quickly becomes 
accustomed to long fasting and absti- 
nence from any form of drink, and the 
simple dinner at night is more keenly 
enjoyed in consequence. Though plain, 
the food is excellently cooked, and usu- 
ally consists of a huge tray of rice, over 
Which is poured a dish of semna, or liq- 
uid butter. Bound the tray are pigeons 
•tuffed with nuts and spices, and the 
pyramid of rice is surmounted by a lamb j 
0r kid, frequently cooked wl-ole. Boiled 
beans, and perhaps a few fresh herbs, 
appear occasionally, which, with the 
usual flat loaves and a large dish of ruv 
bil-laban, or boiled rice pudding, com- 
plete the meal. Salt is seldom seen—a 
distinct privation—except on the first 
day of yonr visit, and drinking water is 
often scarce. After dinner a huge fire of 
Corncobs, or sticks and camel dung, is 
lighted in the tent, about which we 
gather and en joy the after dinner cup of 
coffee and a smoke, and, should we be 
in the mood, talk.

etiquette. Talkfor talk's sake is not ex- 
pected. Ever ready for a yarn, they 
eagerly respond should you wish to con- 
verse, but the -luxury of silence is not 
denied if one+s mood be thoughtful.

ELM TREE BEETLE IN THE CITY 


Madi Iti Appearance last Year and 


May Do Harm Thii Summer 


The following article ha* been con- 


tributed by a lover of trees, and should 
Interest those who care for the beauty 
of the city. 


There are good reasons for believing 


that the elm beetle which has baen so 
destructive to trees In the cities east 
of us made its appearance her* last 
season. It is therefore very important 
that everyone should be aole to recog- 
nize this insidious foe, and destroy It 
before it bt«com«s necessary to expend 
thousands of dollars per year, as 
Springfield and other cities are doing. 


The beetle is a yellowish brown with 


black stripes down, its back, and is 
about a quarter of an inch long. It 
has passed the winter in the cracks of 
fences, blinde or crevices of the coarse 
bark of tr»*s just now when the leaf 
buds are opening it emerges from its 
shelter, asconds the tree and lays its 
eggs upon the under side ol the young 
leaves. Ite life work is now done an<: 
it dies. 


These oval yellow eggs hatch In a 


week Into yellowish black worms or 
larvae with stiff hairs, which Imme- 
diately begin to' feed 
upon, the elm 


leaves speedily reducing them to mere 
skeletons. When full 
grown these 


larvae are half an Inch long each end 
of their bodies being black, and the 
portion between striped with yellow. 
After two or three weeks of devasta- 
tion to the elms the larvae crawl down 
the trunk of the tree, and in crevices 
near the ground curl up in the pupa 
state emerging full grown beetles in 
from forur to six days, and this second 
brood begins the same process over 
again, it being possible for two dis- 
tinct broods to mature sufficiently in 
one season to strip the elms of their 
leaves and thus sap their lives. 


The best way to fight these insects 


here TV here they have not yet increase J 
to an alarming extent is to examine 
the base of the trees, and destroy any 
that may be found in the pupa or sleep- 
ing state by means of hot water or An 
emulsion of kerosene and water. If this 
care is not taken now, and, thPy are 
allowed to increase this season, it will 
mean either the loss of our elm1!, or the 
expenditure of money for spraying an 
paratus and a forco of men to use it. 


Some general instruction along this 


line will be given all the public school 
pupils, and if every one will watch the 
tre.33 upon his premises, this city may 
escape tl e t lieht 1 hat iias robbed so 
many neighboring cities of their state- 
ly old elms.

He had been in feeble health 
for several months, brought on by old 
age, and gradually sank until the end 
came this momine. Mr. Fadie was 
born in Perthshire, Scotland, 83 years 
and 5 months ago, and came to this 
country in 1870, locating in Bannington, 
Vt. He came to this city 25 years ago 
to take a position as master mechanic 
for the North, Adam* manufacturing 
company, which he very acceptably 
filled for several years, when he retired 
and went to live in Blackinton, where 
he has made many friends who mourn 
his loss. He was a man of exemplary 
habits, of a quiet and unassuming' dis- 
position, slow to make acquaintances 
but when once made the acquaintance 
was lasting, a kir.d husband and fa- 
ther and a good neighbor. He was a 
member of the Congregational church 
and when able -was a resular attend- 
ant at the Blackinton union church. 


He leaves besides a widow one son, 


Daniel Eadie, master mechanic at the 
Blackinton mills, and a daughter in 
Tillicaultry, Scotland. The funeral ar- 
rangements have not been completed, 
but it will be probably held Monday 
afternoon,, with Rev. W. Li.
